Some Hassling 


The committee spent a good dea! of 
the early stages of its meeting hassling 
over maiters organizational. It wrangled 
over the legitimacy of its own existence, 
then it bandied about talk on the powers 
it had. After recognizing its own existence, 
then after deciding that its powers were 
pretty much to investigate, to publicize 
findings of such investigations and to 
make recommendations for change, the 
committee began to bore to the nitty- 
gritty. 

Steve Wirtz, a junior at SSC, presented 
some preliminary statements on behalf of 
the students. He said that while the 
conflict at San Francisco State is not ours, 
the consequences is certainly our con- 
cern. 

Wirtz said that SSC should move with 
other state colleges toward gaining campus 
autonomy. in effect self-government. 


Threefold Purpose 


He then delineated a threefold purpose — 
first, that students should get a definite 
commitment from its president to defend 
our campus from outside interference 
in academic freedom; second, that 
there should be more student self- 
determination; and third, that ‘‘there 
must be an all-out attempt to recruit 
students and faculty from minority ethnic 
groups; special ethnic studies should be 
formed and put into effect very rapidly; 
the norma! requirements must be widely 
stretched to allow minority = stu- 
dents special admissions and special 
counseling.”’ 

Sieve \rvizu, who represents the 
Education majors on the student senate, 
spoke on behalf of two minority groups, 
MAYA and BSU, both local campus groups. 

Arvizu presented a seven-point set of 


recommendations: the proposals inc luded 


more recruitment of ethnic minority 
students he establishment of an ethni 
studies program an improved college 
nderatanding of Chicano needs; improved

The committee rejected a prior 
proposal of SSC President Robert Johns 
and Academic Senate Chairman Robert 
Donaldson, expressing dissatisfaction 
with severe time limitations imposed by 
a Tuesday assembly. 

The advisory committee furthermore 
appointed six of its members to pre- 
pare the agenda for the general assembly 
and to meet with the press. Attempts 
are now in progress by the committee 
to obtain a ioud speaker to open the 
assembly of sufficient stature to interest 
the genera! campus.

Faculty Meeting: A Parliamentary “Laugh-In’?

This 
is not the true meaning of the 
term. Academic freedom is really 
academic responsibility and in- 


volves three levels 

(1) Responsibility to the student 
to provide him with the basic 
facts in a faculty member’ s own 
field or specialty — not to 
impose our will on his thinking, 
because what is correct for you 
may not be for me, but to give 
him the basis on which he may 
build, take his own place in 
society and to think for himself, 
i.e., to teach him to recognize 
the facts and use them to draw 
his own conclusions. 


(2) Responsibility to the aca- 
demic community to make the 
true facts as we see them 
available to the student — not 
to be involved running around 
campus playing campus poli- 
tics. 


(3) Responsibility to society to 
prepare the developing gener- 
ation to do its part to imorove 
the total environment. 


These’ responsibilities must 
(not may) be met in the way the 
professor feels is the best and to 
the best of his ability. 

The first ring of Monday's cir- 
cus was staged by the ‘“‘liberul’’ 
elements of the faculty who 
organized the meeting with the 
obvious goal of forcing their views 
on the entire faculty (toot-toot!) 
A panel had been put together 
consisting of members who gave 
lip service to being ‘‘liberal’’ and 
in favor of progress in education, 
The chairman was obviously and 
blatantly operated (as was 
observed under the glare of T\ 
lights by the entire audience) by a 
puppetmaster, This ‘liberal’ 
panel voiced the grievances as 
they saw them, but DID NOT offer 
one single constructive, pro- 
gressive solution to the problems.

“With one finger a ninety- pound woman, 
who has learned ‘aikido’ can immobilize 
an attacker twice her size,’’ said Danz 
Thong Tri. 

“Or an old man of seventy can throw 
a 195-pound athlete, half his age, to the 
ground, ‘Aikido’ is the answer to those 
persons who are old, sickly and alone, 
and women of all ages who need pro- 
tection from assailants of al! de- 
scriptions.”’ 

\ Vietnamese, anda studeni of ‘‘aikido’’ 
since 1951, Tri (pronounced JTree) is a 
man with a mission. He would like to see 
‘‘doios’’ (aikido centers) established 
throughout the world. 

Dang Thong Tri is a student at Sacra- 
mento State College. Previously, he came 
to California at the invitation of the 
Monterey Peninsula Judo Academy, and 
for about four months in 1965 he gave 
lessons in ‘‘aikido."’ Tri came to this 
country with a letter of introduction from 
Nguyen-Dinh-Tu, Director Genera! of the 
Department of Youth and Sports. The 
letter said in part 


Years of Service 


“This is to certify that Mr. Dang- 
Thong-Tri, a professor in.Judo and Aikido, 
black belt, 3rd Dan, has served the 
Department of Youth and Sports of the 
Government of the Republic of Viet-Nam 
as expert in Judo and Aikido since Sep- 
tember 21, 1958,"’ 

Tri also spent about two years at the 
LLacaze Academy of Languages in Washing- 
ton, D.C, Lacaze Trovides language 
instruction in Vietnamese by contract to 
this institute. 

For most of these two years Tri was 
the assistant supervisor of the Contract 
Language Department. He has always 
performed his duties efficiently; he was 
an excellent language instructor, re- 
spected by students and faculty alike. 
lt. Colonel D.S. Ballard, Director of 
Instruction at Lacaze Academy, praised 
Tri by concluding that ‘... his continued 
good services will be required for in- 
struction in Vietnamese."’ 

Dang thong Tri is a third degree 
black belt bolder in ‘‘aikido’’, a martial 
art somewhat like judo, but with a grace- 
ful rhythm and underlying philosophy that 
differs from the rest of ‘‘budo’? — as 
judo, karate and other martial arts of the 
Far Fast are called, 

“The art of aikido,"* says Tri, *‘is 
based on co-ordination and harmony in 
accordance with certain laws of nature — 
as for instance the circular movement 
of the earth revolving about the sun, 
\ll aikido motions are circular, involving 
natural centripetal and centrifugal 
forces."’ 

“You and your opponent,’’ said the 
professor, ‘‘are not in dualistic opposition 
in aikido, but are one unit in which both 
are under your contro! as you utilize these 
natural forces.”’ 

Tri admits that this is a little hard for 
laymen to understand, but according to his 
pupils it is fascinating to learn, and it is 
wonderful exercise besides. 


Sports Background 


As a boy in Saigon, Tri learned Kempo 
(Chinese and Vietnamese boxing), and 
later judo, 

Like many young students in Saigon, 
Tri went to France to study, As a hobby, 
while first studying criminology and then 
the plastics industry, he kept up his judo 
and learned aikido from two distinguished 
teachers, Tadashi Abe, and Mutsuru Naka- 
zono, who were teaching in Europe, 


Nakazone was the delegate to allt urope 
and Africa from Aikido headquarters in 
Japan. He asked Tri, his student, to 
become his assistant. Tri taught in the 
south of France before returning to Saigon 
in 1958, 

Tri returned to Saigon to continue his 
work in plastics, but he had to abandon 
that idea because Saigon had no industry. 
He began to teach judo and aikido, which 
he has done ever since, as his govern- 
ment’s official instructor for all of Viet 
Nam, and also as a private teacher. 

Many of Tri’s students have become 
instructors for high school students of 
both sexes. 

‘Aikido has particular appeal for 
women,’’ says Tri. ‘‘Not only are its 
rhythmic movements and emphasis on 
posture as good as any exercise, but once 
skilled in aikido’s basic movements, even 
a smal! woman can easily defend herself 
against an assailant.” 

One of his pupils when he was teaching 
in Monterey, Mrs. Robert Sherry, is 
quoted as saving, ‘‘With the increasing 
number of stories about women being 
attacked and no one coming to their 
assistance for fear of being ‘involved,’ 
i seems to ine just plain common sense 
that women learn how to defend them- 


selves.’ 


Founder Discussed 


Tri speaks deferentially of Aikido’s 
founder, patriarchal Morihei Uyeshiba, 
now 88 years old and still practicing 
aikido, 

Before World War Il, ‘‘Aikido’’, the 
secret art of self-defense, was open only 
to the nobility of Japan. Since World 
War Il, aikido has spread from Japan 
to France, Italy and America, with special 
interest concentrated in Hawaii and Cali- 
fornia. 

So revolutionary were the principles 
advocated by aikido’s originator and 
founder, Uyeshiba, that an insistent public 
demanded a book explaining the new art. 
In 1957 he founder gave his son, 
Kisshomaru Uyeshiba, permission to pub- 
lish a book to me¢et the demand. 

Koichi Tohei, 9th dan and chief in- 
Structor at ‘‘Aikido’’ Headquarters in 
Tokyo, is the author of three books on 
this new art of self-defense. They are 
‘Aikido, The Arts of Self Defense,’ 
‘What Is Aikido’?’* and ‘Aikido In Daily 
Life.”’ 

The translation of the books from 
Japanese into English was a difficult 
task, but one which the author, Tohei, 
said he attempted because he knew from 
his students in Hawaii and the mainland 
of the United Siates that there was an 
ardent desire on the part of devotees 
to have such a translation to study. 


Applying Laws 


There are those who think of ‘‘ Aikido’ 
as an art to throw an attacking opponent 
in a split second, or to hold down a 
strong man with only one finger. These 
persons think of “Aikido” as a highly 
developed self-defense art. But this is 
only a superficial view. ‘Aikido’ is not 
merely an art to throw others, but a 
way to apply the iaws of nature to our 
daily lives. The person who does not 
understand this does not truly under- 
stand ‘‘aikido,"’ 

‘The most frequently used word in 
‘aikido’ is ‘Ki.’ A very convenient word, 
‘Ki’, because it has a deep meaning 
connected with nature and a light meaning 
which is used in daily life. It is very 
difficult to define ‘Ki’, and even more 
difficuk. to translate it into English,’’ 
said Koichi Tohei 
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Author Tohei adds this word of ex- 
planation. “In oriental thought, it is 
said that in the beginning there was 
chaos. The dust of chaos settled gradual- 
iy to form the sun, the earth, the moon 
and the stars, On the earth, the elements 
combined to become minerals, animal 
and vegetable iife. We call the chaotic 
condition before the universe took shape 
‘ki.’ We say therefore, that all things 
come from ‘Ki’.”’ 

* ‘Ki’ itself has neither beginning nor 
end, nor increase nor decrease,’’ Tohei 
said. ‘'Though its shape was changed, 
‘Ki’ itself was never changed. We can 
see many things around us, al] made 
from ‘Ki’, and when they lose their 
shape, their elements return to ‘Ki’, ” 


At-One-Ment 


Depending upon their religious beliefs, 
the peoples of the earth call it God, 
or buddha, or Allah, or Great Spirit or 
some other name, 

‘‘Aikido’’ is the way of at-one-ment 
with cosmic power or ‘“Ki.’* This is 
the deep meaning of ‘‘Ki,’’ 

The founder of ‘*Aikido,’’ Professor 
Uyeshiba is now 88 years old, but he 
still continues to give ‘' Aikido’’ instruction 
In a fraction of a minute, he throws 
several strong men who attack him simul- 
taneously with staves. Of the many 
students he has trained, none can throw 
him or even touch him. 

Westerners would have to see Uye- 
shiba’s performance to realize the 
importance of training the mind. He 
has a powerful yet serene mind and he 
advances in his art as he grows older. 

From ancient times in the Orient, the 
rule of Seika-No-Itten or ‘‘the one point’’ 
has been regarded as of primary im- 
portance. 

Seika Tenden, familiar to those who 
practice Buddhism, especially the Zen 
sect, and also to those who practice 
India’s Yoga, is the basis of mental and 
physical coordination, To attain the 
principles of nature, mind and body must 
be coordinated, and in order to coordinate 
mind and body this Seika-No-Itten must 
be understood. 

This one point is in the center of the 
lower abdomen. The explanation is this. 
Every object falls if released. The 
center of gravity is always low. If you 
relax your body, your strength naturally 
settles lower in your body. To concen- 
trate on the head or on the shoulder is 
contrary to the laws of nature. If you 
concentrate your mind on the lower part 
of the upper body, the strength in your 
shoulders goes down and power will! rest 
where it should.’’ Dang Thong Tri quotes 
Koichi Tohei’s “Aikido’’ the way some 
ministers quote their Bibles, 

Seika-No-Itten is a pnint of inter- 
section of mind and body. It is where 
the laws of mind and body are joined 
together. Mental and physical coordination 
is possible only when a calm mind is 
centered on Seika- No- Itten. 

Tri explains that the word ‘‘aikido’’ 
is a combination of ‘‘ai,’’ meaning har- 
mony, ‘‘ki'’ meaning mind of spirit, and 
*‘do,’’ meaning the way, or method. 

“‘Afficandos of ‘aikido’ call it a 
‘spiritual martial art."’ 

Don’t yeield to the temptation to cry 
‘*Pake!’? when you see Tri give a demon- 
stration, choosing an opponent twice his 
weight and a foot taller, Tri, standing 
barely five feet tall and weighing about 
107 pounds, can easily throw an opponent 
weighing close to two hundred pounds to 
the ground. 

It is an incredible sight to see — the 
Tri demonstration. But don't say ‘‘ Fake!" 
or “Trick!"’ or ‘Humbug!’ Accept what 
you see and say ‘Aikido!’

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Silent Majority” In Faculty Takes A Stand

Monday morning faculty members of 
the ‘Silent Majority’’ delivered a written 
Statement expressing their views con- 
cerning violence on college campuses, 

William Melnicoe, professor of Police

‘In a letter to the Editor of the Sac- 
ramento State College Hornet of Wed- 
nesday, Nov. 27th, the student new spaper, 
six students proclaimed that ‘Until the 
faculty begins to take the problems con- 
fronting us seriously. . » (and) based 
upon Monday’s meeting of the best minds 
of this community, we can find no 
reasonable arguments to use against a 
student who may want to burn this 
institution down.’ We here believe that 
it is high time to inform these and all 
other militants that there is a group — 
a very large group of faculty members 
who are now taking these problems most 
seriously, and speaking as one of this

group, may I say that we here strongly 
oppose the philosophy and the action of 
all those who propose and support such 
revolutionary and anarchic measures. We 
believe, further, that our viewpoint rep 
resents the majority opinion among not 
only California college and university 
faculties, but also among those ofall other 
institutions of higher learning throughout 
the United States. We have, therefore, 
chosen this method of letting the people

of this community and, if possible, the 
people of the entire state and the nation 
know that we will no longer sit Silently 
while a minority atomizes both the infra 
structure and the superstructure of our 
educational system.

“Those of us who oppose force and 
violence as a means of solving problems 
and instituting reforms, under no circum- 
stance oppose the right to dissent. Those 
who have real grievances must be heard, 
and action taken to correct the inequities 
and injustices, but it cannot be shown, 
as Dr. Frankel has said, that these 
problems can be solved by revolutionary 
methods.

“We who oppose the use of force and 
violence do not believe that the problems 
on the San Francisco State campus are 
honestly related to academic due process, 
to the rights of the minority, to academic 
freedom, to racial justice or to freedom 
of speech. We believe that it is a power 
Struggle between the dissident few in both 
the student body and faculty and the 
majority of the student body and faculty 
to see who will gain control of the college. 
If the few win over the majority, there 
then a pattern will rapidly emerge in 
which these same group types will attempt 
to gain control in many and ultimately 
all the colleges and universities over the 
United States.
